Yet come in whatsvever shape they miglit, he could 
not but shudder at an attempt to naturalize such detesiable pri 
ciples jn this country, where profligacy of the kind was never 
known hefare. He get hoped the awful examples before their 
eyes would deter the Right Hoo. Gentleman aad his eolleagues 
from the adoption of so destructive a systems but if they were 
determiged to rank, among the most fgolish and beadstrong of 
mankind, he coyld'ealy say, that he augured ill for the faie of 
the country and the tenor of the new reign, which was marked 
in its commencement by go unhappy a policy. 

Mr. Mitwe approved of the Bill, and of the conduct of Go

The Bank Was 
in fact insolver since the year 1788 it could not pay, nor 
would it, in his opinion, ever be able tu pay, while the country 
arcburthened by so hirge a national debt, aud such enormous 
expences of Government, The state of things that would be 
prodaced hy the intended remedy would be of no service to the 
public creditor; the interest OF the Taudholders, connected $0 
closely As it wats with that of the country itself, had a partica- 
larly striking claims but even the fundholder would not be be- 
nefied by the prevent measure, An opinion had gone abroad, 
frat all the gold left the country ; but the gold bad not gone ;

Friday, July 19, 
GOLD AND PAPER GURRENCY, 

-Lord Stanhope’s Bill was read a third time, after some de- 
bate, and passed, there being, in a division, 95 for it, and 20 
against it, leaving a majority in its favour of 75, anong whan 
was Mr. Sneripan. This Gentleman, to the astonishment of 
all who have read his Sjeeches for many years past, denied 
that ie had ever despaired of the resources of the country, and 
even ridiculed the prophecies of bankraptcy, &c. appealing 
to the state of the country as a proof that the enormous income 
with which she supplied the Government was not wrung from 
her distresses ! . , 

Sir Samvtt Romituy strongly opposed the Bill, by 
which, hie said, every species of property would lose its value, 
without a single advantage to counterbalance it. Wheo they 
passed a law, ie observed, it was their duty to say that no 
person should be injured by it; but a law to compel a man to 
receive a diminished price for a commodity was higuby oppres- 
sives and it was his firm opinion that the present Bill was of 
that description, as well as contrary to the spirit of the lawe 
now established, 

The opinion of this great legal authority was not attempted 
to be controverted by anv of the Learned Gentlemen in the ba- 
bit of voting with Ministers; and afier some remarks. by Mr. 
TiGRNEY, who exposed the direct inconsistency of Mr. Sheri- 
dan, the House divided, as mentioned above, - : 

Mr. BaovGcHam theo proposed the following Resolutions: 

1, Resolved, That, by the laws and constitution of the realm, 
the right of a man to sell or dispose of his property was admite 
ted, and that every man who has a Bank-note has an unques- 
tionable right to sell, e » OF give it away, for what he 
pleases, . :

The Portoguese, it is truc; have behaved iniinitely better 
than was expected and the lower orders in Spain have 
protracted the war to it’s present date ; but Portugal, with 
no real strength of her own to throw into the scale, is evi- 
dently dependent altogether on the chanecs that arise be- 
tween the Freich and ourselves; and the excrtions of the 
Spanish peasantry have been so little seconded, aud conti- 
nue to be so little seconded, by those who succeed each 
other in the government, that we may almost conclude 
them to be tired oat, and ready to avail themselves of any 
chance.of repose. Add to this the glaring jealousies that 
the Spanis& Chiefs entertain of their allics, and it is qnite 
allowable to recur to the anticipation so often expressed in 
this paper, that as the change of things in Spain was no 
real change of men in authority,—was no real purification 
of state corruption,—was, in fact, no real revolution made 
by and for the people, it will have taken place to no pur- 
pose. Spain is in a very different situation from that in 
which England was at her revolution in 1688, particularly 
with regard to her upper classes, which are in the lowest 
stage of degradation, and to all purposes of thinking and 
acting, bave lilérally exchanged places in ‘respectability 
with the coummon pgople. She therefore wanted an in- 
ternal and entire revulution ; ‘and not having had it, be- 
cause’ her people had too great a tendervess for their 
stupid masters, and because we chose to keep up the cry 
in favour of Feavixanp and the courtiers, she will have 
laboured aad bled in vain, unless indeed such a revolution 
were still. possible, This is the whole truth of the matter, 
and what every reflecting Spaniard. would say io as plain 
language, were the Spanish® press realiy as free as it has 
been prouounced.

Mr, JerrRey, for the purser, stated, that this was a very 
short and common case an the part of his client, Sir Francis 
Ryrdett, who was suing Mr. Seott upon 4 bond for, 49002, of 
borrowed money. That Vir. Qeatt had put in long and special 
defences, every syllable of which was denied hy Sir F. Bur- 
dett; but besides this positive and general denial, Sir Francis 
objected to the relevancy of the defence, Sir F. Burdett 

vively denied that amy trust, of any sort or kind, was ever 
reposed in Mr. Scott, That the defence against the present 
action was in these words :— 

“A Lady, whose name it is unnecessary to mention, having 
been debauched hy Sie Praacis Birdet, hecame pregnant hy 
bim, and the parties were reduced to a@ state of the greatest 
distress and embarrassment. It became the duty of the defen. 
der to protect this female and her child, and to objain from Sit 
Francis some provision for the latter, to be used as future exi- 
geacies might require, as it was then uncertiinty what extent 
aprovision might be necessary. Yn Spring 1801, Sic Francis 
gruted his Bond, in the English form, to the defender, for the 
wa of 40,9001. defeasible upon payment of 20,0002, within six 
nooths fromthe date thereof, It was understood that the de- 
fender was to use this bond according to his discretion, for the 
porpose already alluded 16.
